Says Denham Is Most 
Biased' Witness, calls 
for His Ouster; Refuses 
Taft Demand for Re- 
traction.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP)— 
The Senate’s Labor bill hedrings 
were thrown into an uproar today 
by a demand from Senator Neely 
(Dem.), West Virginia, that Rob- 
ert N. Denham be fired as gen- 
eral counsel of the National Labor 
Relations Board. Neely called 
Denham “biased and prejudiced.” 
His accusation came after 
Woodruff Randolph, president of 
the AFL International Typograph- 
ical Union, told the committee 
that Denham made statements in 
1947 which “indicated to me that 
Government agencies were hostile 
to us.” 

Senator Talf (Rep.), Ohio, pro- 
tested against Neely's statement 
and demanded that Neely with- 
draw it. 

Neely refused. “I reiterate it,” 
he shouted. “I think he (Den- 
ham) is the most biased and prej- 
udiced man I have ever heard 
testify. 

Charges “Bitter Prejudice.” 
“His conduct here as a witness 
was such as to impel every labor 
union in the United States to call 
for his removal. 

“He has shown such bitter prej- 
udice he has no business being 
on the payroll of any Government 
agency involved in labor manage- 
ment relations.” 

Denham was a witness before 
the committee earlier this week. 
As NLRB counsel, he is the Gov- 
ernment’s chief prosecutor under 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Denham, in his testimony, de- 
fended many Taft-Hartley provi- 
sions which the Administration’s 
labor bill would junk. 

Before the Neely-Taft clash, 
Randolph had read a statement 
calling for quick repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley law. It said that 
retaining the act. “would spell 
the doom of the free American 
trade unioh movement.”

She worked 
her way through normal school, 
went to San Francisco and took a 
short course at the University of 
California. She married a young 
Californian but divorced him in 
1916 and went to New Tork. 

There she enrolled in New York 
University, worked at odd jobs and 
began writing for magazines and 
newspapers. It was probably 
through her connection with 
Socialist newspapers that she was 
introduced to the Swaraj national- 
istic movement of India, which 
during World War I was in- 
terested in keeping Indian sub- 
jects from enlisting in Great Brit- 
ain’s war with Germany. She also 
became associated with members 
of the I. W. W. and with anarchists, 
and she was twice indicted by ' 
federal grand juries. 

The first indictment, in New 
York in March 1918, charged Miss 
Smedley with violation of the war- 
time espionage act. After she had 
spent three months in Tombs * 
Prison, the case was dropped and 
she was releaséd, only to face an- 
other indictment, returned at San 
Francisco. She was accused of © 
complicity in a plot to free India, 
cause friction between the United 
States and Japan and bring about 
an understanding between India 
and Bolshevist Russia. Again the 
charges were dropped. . 

In 1922 Miss Smedley went to 
Berlin and organized the first 
birth control clinic in Germany. 
She wrote many articles about 
German postwar poverty and the 
rise of the Red Front Fighters 
under Ernst Thaelmann. Then, in 
1929, she went to Shanghai to be- 
come correspondent for the Frank- 
furter, Zeitung and several news- 
papers of India, and her active 
career in Asia started.

Although declining to be quoted 


regarding the Mayor's plan prior 
to the submission of the bills, 
these leaders in off-the-record 
talks say there is not even a 
remote pogsibility *that the pro- 
posed bills will be enacted. 

The Mayor is asking that the! 
state income tax law, which is ex- ; 
pected to provide about $37,000,- | 
000 in revenue in two years, be re- 
pealed, saying that if given this 
relief the city can continue the 
‘one-half per cent city earnings 
tax without undue burden. As an 
alternative, he has proposed that 


the city be allotted a portion of 
the income tax ‘and the state sales 
tax, which is expected to produce | 
about $136,000,000 in two years. 
His announced view is that if the 
city shares in these state reve- 
nues, the earnings ‘tax can be re- 
pealed. 

New Needs for State Revenue. 

With state departmental re- 
quests for appropriations more 
than $10,000,000 in excess of esti- 
mated revenues, and with an ‘esti- 
mated additional $10,000,000 needed | 
in the biennium to meet the 
broadened old ‘age pension pro- 
gram which the Governor is de- 
manding that the legislature au- 
thorize, there is no disposition to 
make any reductions in state reve- 
nues. 

According to estimates in the 
budget, $156,760,000 will be avail- 
able for appropriation for general 
state expenditure in the next bi- 
ennium after the regular allotment 
of one-third to the public school 
fund are made. Department heads 
have asked a total of $167,588,333, 
and Gov. Forrest Smith has recom- 
mended.a total of $138,696,106.

The Arizona anti-closed shop 
law, written into its Constitution 
in 1946 and last November im- 
plemented by a statute adopted 
through referendum process, was 
one of those recently upheld by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. A new constitutional 
question would be presented, how- 
ever, should the Administration 
bill supplant the Taft-Hartley Act, 
which cedes jurisdiction to states 
whenever they have more strin- 
gent regulation of so-called union 
security contracts than is pro- 
vided in the Taft-Hartey Act. 


Arizona Bars Union Shop. 


The Arizona law bars not only 
the closed shop, which is forbidden 
by the present federal labor law, 
but also the union shop, which 
the“ federal law permits under cer- 
tain conditions. 


Appearing as spokesman for the 
Arizona Veterans’ Right to Work 
Committee was Bilworth Brinton, 
an insurance salesman of Mesa. 
Brinton said returning veterans 
had found it necessary to imple- 
ment by statute the state’s con- 
stitutional anti-closed shop law 
because some found they were un- 
able to obtain jobs unless they 
belonged to unions, and that un- 
ions would not accept them into 
membership. 


“We voted for Mr. Truman by a

Swarmed out today to decide 

a bitterly fought general elec- 

tion.

Both sides conceded in advance 
that backers of continued union 
with Britain would capture a ma- 
jority of the 52-member Northern 
Ireland Parliament. The opposi- 
tion, however, which favors 
merging with Eire in a new “Re- 
public of Ireland,” hoped to roll up 
an impressive vote for its cause. 

Today’s voting was on seats 
from 28 contested districts. Four 
other contested seats are held by 
Queens University in Belfast. But 
the voting there is by mail and re- 
sults will not be known for several 
weeks, 

A heavy turnout-—running as 
high as 90 per cent in contested 
districts—was predicted. The 
votes won't be counted until to- 
morrow. More than 500,000 bal- 
lots may be cast.

The need itself, which the anti-TVA lobbyists 
have never denied, is documented in impressive 
detail in a statement reprinted. under the car- 
toon today, In addition, the statement is a fine 
showing of the leadership which TVA is giving 
the country in making electricity the servant of 


the peoplé. It is a notable accomplishment that 


the percentage of electrified farms in the Ten- 
nessee Valley has increased from 30 per cent 
four years ago to nearly 60 per cent today and 
is increasing at the rate of 1 per cent a month. 
Alternatives to a new steam plant which the 
power lobby has suggested are that TVA buy 
power from private companies outside its area 
or that municipalities and industries build their 
own power plants. | 
These are not fair, sensible alternatives. Neigh- 


boring power companies are hard pressed to 


supply their present detnands, and even if they 
had a surplus the cost of transmitting it the 
long distances between their plants and TVA's 
customers would be prohibitive. 

Municipalities might lack sites favorable to 
low production costs and industries in the Ten- 
nessee Valley would be unfairly penalized by 
not having the choice, enjoyed by industries 
elsewhere, of purchasing instead of producing 
their own power. In either case, the private 
power lobby’s proposal would violate the con- 
tract which binds TVA to supply these custo- 
mers. 

Altogether, it is a false argument which the 
power lobby, spearheaded by the National As- 
sociation of Electric Companies, advances. In 
the telegram which that association’s chief lob- 
byist, P. L. Smith, recently sent to the Post- 
Dispatch and other newspapers throughout the 


country, perhaps the trickiest assertion was that. 


the New Johnsonville, Tenn., project “would be 
the first steam plant constructed by the Federal 
Government any time, any place, for commer- 
cial purposes.” 

TVA’s statement pointed out that the Federal 
Government authorized TVA to buy all the steam 
plants of the Tennessee Electric Power Co. and 
to build a new steam plant of its own at Watts 
Bar, so that if there is a grain of truth in the 
statement that New Johnsonville “would be the 
first“ it is based on a tricky use of words and 
not on the facts. 

We think this misleading propaganda by the 
National Association of Electric Companies will 
react against it and to the advantage of TVA 
wherever it is met by a plain statement of the 
facts. Mr. Smith’s telegram and TVA’s answer, 
which were printed on this page Feb. 5, and

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To Cite One Horrible Example 

That’s a wonderfully fine idea of State Rep- 
resentative John L. Smith of Ohio.

Here are some of the symptoms of the mal- 
ady: Since V. day membership has slumped 25 
per cent; the Gommunist youth organization is 
virtually wiped. out; fellow-travelers,.once num- 
bering hundreds of thousands, have fallen off 
sharply; the party can no longer get well-known 
non-Communists to front for it: the party has 
lost most of its power in the CIO and never did 
have much in the APL; it is racked with inter- 
nal dissension; it has held a series of purges to 
eliminate Communists who have abandoned the 
party line; leaders admit the party has no longer 
any influence in Washington. 

It is interesting to observe that these shatter- 
ing blows for the most part have not come about 
by legal restrictions, but by a marked change in 
general public opinion. The change in trend 
began in mid-1945, when Joseph Stalin, accord- 
ing to Newsweek, “switched his foreign policy 
from one of apparent co-operation with the 
Western democracies to one of frank 
antagonism.” 

Henry Wallace may be thanked for one thing 
in his foolish race for President. He served to 
illustrate how very weak Communist influence is 
in this country. It was first estimated by the- 
Reds that he would draw 20,000,000 votes. This 
figure was repeatedly revised until it got down 
to 5,000,000. But the actual outcome, with Wal- 
lace polling only a little more than 1,000,000— 
about half of that in New York State—“left 
rank-and-file Communists gasping.” It should be 
recalled, too, that many Wallace votes were in- 
spired, not by Communist sympathies at all, but 
by belief of people that Wallace’s program 
would avert another war. 

Perhaps the worst blow suffered by the Amer- 
ican Communist party is the complete defection 
of many intellectuals from any sympathy) with 
its program. These Americans, while not Marx- 
ists, did hope for a bridge of understanding be- 
tween the United States and Soviet Russia. Mos- 
cow, by its aggression, its violation of treaties, 
its monstrous lies, its increasing tyrannies both 
at home and in satellite countries and by its 
clumsy and vicious propaganda, has blown up 
this bridge. 

No doubt the United States has much to learn 
about the psychology of Russia; but the Russians 
seemingly have no grasp at all of the psychology 
of the United States. 
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Good Start for a Good Cause 


Gov. Stevenson’s proposal for a modern State 
Constitution for Hlinois has received impressive 
bi-partisan support in both branches of the Leg- 
islature. The resolution to submit the issue to 
the voters is jointly sponsored by four Demo- 
crats and four Republicans in the House and by 
four Republicans and six Democrats in the 
Senate. : 

The list of sponsors includes some of the out- 
standing members, several of whom have proved 
themselves in long periods of service. When 
Republicans like Senator Edward P. Saltiel of 
Chicago and Representative Bernice T. Van der 
Vries of Winnetka sign their names to a resolu- 
tion, the citizen can be sure it has been looked 
over and tested for merit. They set an example 
for other Republicans to put partisanship to one 
side and to join the Democrats in giving the 
voters a chance to order the modernization of 
their 80-year-old and virtually unamended 
Constitution. 

An associated piece of legislation which also 
needs the same kind of bi-partisan support is 
the bill, introduced by several of the same 
group, to place the constitutional convention 
proposal on the ballot under the party circle in 
the event that the party’s state convention ap- 
proves the plan. This is a necessary step to pro- 
tect the proposition from possible but uninten- 
tional defeat at the polls. Due to the require- 
ment that constitutional propositions must be 
approved by a majority of all those voting in the 
election, amendments usually fail, even’ though 
supported by n majority of those who vote on

Why TVA Needs a Steam Plant

Stating the case for a new power plant, agency cites dramatic 
rise of rural electrification and other electric uses; expects 
serious deficiency by 1951 unless construction is authorized 
promptly; the region's industries are important in national defense. 


A Statement by the Tennessee Valley Authority 


The President has recommended that the 
1949 appropriation to TVA be supplemented 
by $3,450,000 in order that work may begin 
immediately on the New Johnsonville steam 
plant and on the installation of two addi- 
tional hydro-electric generating units at 
existing TVA dams, These facilities are 
required to alleviate a critical power short- 
age in the winter of 1951-52, and the oppor- 
tunity. to complete them in time is fast 
slipping away. 

The 1949 budget submitted to the Eightl- 
eth Congress provided for construction of 
the New Johnsonville steam mant begin- 
ning July 1, 1948, with completion of the 
first unit in the fall of 1951. Because these 
funds were not appropriated, this area 
faces the prospect of a serious power short- 
age in the winter 1951-52. 

The need for and urgency of additional 
generating capacity in the Tennessee Valley 
is more apparent now than it was last 
spring. We estimated last spring that peak 
power requirements of the municipal and 
rural co-operative distributors of TVA 
power would be 15 per cent larger in De- 
cember 1948 than in December 1947. The 
load growth actually experienced was 17 
per cent, indicating the growing serious- 
ness of the situation which this area faces.

Fix It Yourself

White Crust on Masonry. 
NE of our favorite topics of 
0 conversation is efflorescence 
because not only can we Spell 
the word but we also know more 
or less what it means. It means 
the white crust that appears on 
masonry which is caused by mois- 
ture in the wall coming to the sur- 
face and bringing with it various 
salts it picked up on the way. 
When the water evaporates, the 
salts remain. You will find efflo- 
rescence on new work but usually 
it will stop appearing. after the 
masonry has had time to get good 
and dry. 
When it shows up on old work, 


it is a sign that water is getting | 


into the wall at one point or an- 
other, The leak can be at the, 
mortar joints, at the top of the 
wall or around: window frames set 
into the wall. In some cases the 
water even works up from the 
bottom of the wall which isn’t 
very fair. 

The obvious way to stop this 
entire business is to make sure 
that the wall does not leak at any 
point.. This can be done by point- 
ing wp bad mortar joints, and 
checking the flashing and caulk- 
ing where necessary. Be certain 
that the top of the wall is covered 
by flashing or a cement cap, 

Rain will sometimes wash ef- 
florescence away but if you are in 
a hurry, mix one part muriatic 
acid to ten parts water and scrub 


it on with a stiff fiber brush. 
After the acid wash, rinse the 
wall with plenty of fresh water 
and then end up with a rinse 
made of one pint of ammonia to 
two gallons of water. Watch. out 
the way you fool with muriatic 
acid, because it’s ‘powerful stuff 
and will eat you and your clothes 
if you give it a chance.
